Wiſdom will not ſuffer him to forget humanity, 
and humanity will not fail to ſet bounds to cau- 
tion. But where the heart has no intereſt, the 
head will always find reaſons to elude the force 
of obligation. Men are ſuch reaſoning crea- 
tures, they can reaſon themſelves even out of 
their Human Nature into that of Brutes.—Now 
the preſent Inſtitution cuts off the many little 
objections made to private Charity. They can- 
not pretend a difficulty in finding proper objects; 
they are here found to their hands. They can-
